vey of business by Bradstreet's re- 
leased today, points out that there 
are a number of factors In the pres- 
ent situation which gives a. sound 
basis for optimism as to the outlook 
for the last half of 1931.

THE MEXICAN CONSUL 


Sometimes^ we wonder whether the 


framers of the federal constitution car- 
ried horseshoes in their pockets which 
caused them to stumble against so 
much wisdom" or whether they had the 
power of prescience. 


"VViiealhe judge of an inferior court 


at Chicago unceremoniously ordered 
the Mexican consul to jail for six 
months for being a bit too free with 
his lip it-did not take long to release 
him for-*he- federal constitution pro- 
vides that the judicial power of United 
States, courts shall extend, among oth- 
er cases, "to all cases affecting ambas- 
sadors, other public ministers and con- 
suls." 


This turns out to be a fortunate pro- 


vision, for, with-.the statutes that have 
been enacted under it, it serves to pick 
exasperating affairs out of sometimes 
incompetent hands and put them into 
competent hands. Cases affecting such 
parties, form a class by themselves 
and must-be handled with respect to 
the provisions of international trea- 
ties, and always considered for their 
effect-outside the borders of the coun- 
try. 


The case at Chicago, trivial in it- 


self, just shows tow a bagatelle can 
grow into a mountain when it be- 
comes, involved in international af- 
fairs. 


While the exact facts are still in dis- 


pute it "appears that the Mexican con- 
sul interested himself, as he had a per- 
fect right to do, in the -welfare of some 
Mexican citizens-who were brought in- 
to police court at Chicago; that the 
police judge, feeling keenly the little 
brief authority that had been put in 
Ms handSj-^SrConducted the court that 
the-Mexican': consul =lost his head and 
they both began shouting at once, but 
the police justice shouted last, and his 
shout had a barb in it—"Six months 
in jail for contempt of court." The 
only reason he-stopped at six months 
was that is the limit provided by law.

They "do not know and apparently can- 
not understand that the police justice 
does not represent the nation and is, 
in Chicago, representative of very lit- 
tle. They- cannot immediately know 
that most people in this country, upon 
reading" the'facts, sympathize with the 
Mexican consul and criticize the police 
judge for his hasty, arbitrary and in- 
temperate conduct. 


But due to the wise or lucky, as you 


like, provision of the federal constitu- 
tion .the matter goes out of the juris- 
diction of the police justice, who an- 
nounced at first that he wouldn't alter 
his decision "even for President Hoo- 
ver himself," just to show how impor- 
tant he was, but when faced with a 
lack of authority to continue his 
coarse, expunged the matter from the 
record. 


WITH ITS BACK TO THE WALL 


Col. Woodcock, national commis- 


sioner of prohibition, made an impor- 
tant announcement when he recently 
declared: 


"We leave the purely private viola- 


tor of the prohibition law to his own 
conscience and the forces of educa- 
tion." 


He then points oat that because of 


constitutional protection which is giv- 
en to the privacy* o£ person and prop- 
erty of each individual, that is the pro- 
vision denying search and seizure 
without court warrant, there is no ac- 
tual means at hand of enforcing this 
law from any practical standpoint. 


We must weigh and reflect over 


this declaration coming from a pro- 
nounced dry selected to head the pro- 
hibition department because of his 
sympathy for the 18th Amendment and 
who declares after two years on the 
front of the battle line that the private 
violator cannot be stopped unless we 
alter the constitution so that dry 
agents raaj- frisk citizens gn. Jb,e 
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or push in their front doors whenever 
the spirit moves them. 


Professional drys, like all persons 


intensely set upon some program, reso- 
lutely turn away from the truth. They 
want to view only those phases of any 
problem that bring 
satisfaction to 


them. Long ago this situation was 
described by' disinterested people in 
exactly the same way but profession- 
al drys could not believe that the 
courts would remain adamant in pro- 
tecting the individual and his proper- 
ty from "unreasonable searches and 
seizures." At any rate they launched 
forth a fierce flood of denunciation at 
the judges. They were wet They were 
beer ridden. They were in league 
with hell, Havana, Rome and Mada- 
gascar. 


But the courts stood their ground, 


as of course they must at all times. 


So now we are back to "conscience" 


and "education," that is the feeling of 
the citizen that he should obey the law 
and the teaching of the vicious harm 
of hard liquors, or of any alcohol in 
material quantities on delicate human 
membranes. 


That's where we always belonged. 
That's where we were before we had 


prohibition. 


That's where this social problem is 


always going to keep us, and a stack 
of laws as high as the Himalayas won't 
change the situation a whit.

In Europe and 
Asia there are more than 8,000,000 
square miles under Soviet rule, -with 
a population of 160,000,000. This is an 
area more than two and one-half times 
that of continental United States. 


Of the 16,000 miles flown by the 


Winnie Mae, 7,000 miles were over 
Russian territory. Five of the thirteen 
stops were made there. 


Russia needs favorable advertising. 


The opportunity to be of service to the 
Post-Gatty expedition was too oppor- 
tune to be overlooked. 


The orthodox Marxist doctrine that 


socialism can be successful only as a 
result of a world revolution has been 
supplanted by the Stalin policy that it 
can be built in Russia alone; that the 
country which stretches frcm the Baltic 
to the Pacific is sufficiently large to ab- 
sorb the socialistic concept without as- 
sistance from the outside world.
